16 January 1974 
Executive Committee Meeting 
County Home, Brentwood, N. H. 


Purpose: Preliminary discussion of items proposed for the 1974 budget. 


Members Present: Roy, Goff, Schwaner, Scamman, Cummings, Senter, Read, Dame, 
Hammond, Page, Soule, Skinner, Sanborn, Griffin, Collishaw, 
Connors, Maynard. 


The Committee Chairman, Douglas Scamman, Jr., called the meeting to order at 
10:00 a.m., the first order of business requested the report of John Stimmell, 
Chairman of the Retirement Fund Committee. 


The Hon. Mr. Stimmell read his committee's report of their investigation of two 
plans offered, the "Phoenix Insurance Plan" and the "State Plan". After a 
comparative analysis of the benefits and the costs, the committee recommended 
the adoption of the New Hampshire Insurance or "State" Plan of Retirement 
Insurance. 


Committee Chairman Scamman introduced a discussion of the proposed budget and 
called upon Commissioner Hall to make the presentation. Comm. Hall noted that 
Delegation Chairman Cummings had met with the Commissioners and had requested 
that within the next week the departmental heads be asked to meet with the 
Committee to go over their individual budgets to see where cuts or additions 
should be made on the proposed figures. The Commissioner stated that the budget 
for the County Farm for 1974 looks better than 1973 with the changes that have 
been, are being and will be instituted in the operation of the farm and the proper 
use of its assets. 


Mr. Ken Kaufman was recognized by the Chair and in a brief preliminary report 
described the involvement of the Committee on Family Planning. 


There followed a general discussion of raises in pay for all County employees 
with various suggestions on how it might be accomplished in conjunction with the 
inauguration of the retirement fund. It was generally agreed that a percentage 
increase on a reverse sliding scale might be most equable, but the recommendation 
of a specific figure was not made. 


Delegation Chairman Cummings introduced for the record a copy of his letter to 
Register of Deeds, Edith E. Holland, with a copy of the RSA Statute referred to 
as the guideline for determining the number of employees the Registry of Deeds 
may employ and the amount of pay they shall receive and designates the Delegation 
body as the one authority to make the determination. 


The Hon. Kenneth Senter, Vice Chairman, made the motion that all budgets submitted 


be basic and not include a percentage increase but the permitted to include a 
recommendation for increase in salaries. Chairman Scamman asked if there was any 
discussion on the motion and, none further being offered, the motion was seconded 
by the Hon. Mrs. Schwaner, and so voted unanimously. 


The Hon. Elizabeth Goff made the motion that the Executive Board recommend to the 
whole Delegation that we go into the State Retirement System. The motion was 
seconded by Hon. Mrs. Schwaner and it was so voted unanimously. 


Hon. Mr. Read made a motion that it be recommended that all departments be allowed 
to add a 5.5% cost-of-living increase on salaries, limited to and not to exceed 
$250 to $300. Chairman Scamman commented that he thought the Committee should 
leave that open, without limiting it at this time since involvement with the 
retirement system could affect the percentage figure used. Upon all the 
considerations introduced by committee members and Commissioners, Hon. Mr. Read 
reconsidered and made the request that his motion be tabled, on his motion, 
seconded by Hon. Mrs. Schwaner, and unanimously voted. 


The Commissioners examined the County Court House budget figures with the Conmmit- 
tee in detail, noting the increase in janitorial service to meet the demand for 
upkeep in the building. It was also pointed out that there is an anticipated 
saving of some consequence in the telephone budget with the removal of the switch- 
board from the building so that a reduction in that area will amount to about 
$4500.00. 


Chairman Scamman inquired if there was any further business to discuss, nothing 
further having been proposed, he announced the next meeting of the Executive 
Committee with the Commissioners for January 25, 1974 at 9:00 a.m. at the County 
Home. Delegation Chairman Cummings will post the notice for the public hearing 
on the budget. 


25 January 1974 
Executive Committee Meeting 
County Home, Brentwood, N. H. 


Purpose: Presentation by Department Heads of 1974 Budget Proposals 


Members Present: Collishaw, Connors, Cummings, Dame, Goff, Hammond, Maynard, Page, 
Read, Roy, Sanborn, Scamman, Schwaner, Senter, Skinner, Soule. 


Chairman Cummings announced that the purpose of the meeting was to review the 
proposed 1974 budget with department heads, after which he turned the meeting over 
to the Chairman of the Executive Committee, Douglas Scamman, Jr. 


Chairman Scamman asked for the roll call by Hon. Mrs. Schwaner which resulted in 
the above determination of members present. Referring to the list of appointments 
for each department head, Chairman Scamman called upon each in turn to present 


his unit's proposed budget for the coming year with in-depth explanation of the 
need for each item. The intense questioning by the Executive Committee members 
reflected the grave concern evidenced by the answers and comments of those before 
the Board in their mutual awareness of the crucial state of financial planning 
on every level. 


The largest single contributor to the increase in the proposed budget is the new 
100-bed unit at the County Home which is scheduled for occupancy by March lst, 
1974. The support of the new building with its staff and general operation costs 
is expected to increase the County Home's budget by about $1,000,000.00 over 

last year's. 


The County Attorney's office will be relocating to larger quarters in the building 
early in the year and, with his staff of one full-time secretary and an assistant 
county attorney, will require new furnishings for his new quarters. He has been 
using space borrowed from the Probate Court, furnished with its equipment, all of 
which is needed by the Probate Court. The relocation of the Co-operative Extension 
Service from the Administration Bldg. in Exeter to the Carlisle Building at the 
County Home which was renovated for its use was a large item in its budget, since 
the Extension Service will now have in its budget its own custodian plus the cost 
of some new equipment for the new quarters. 


Some of the shortaces and skyrocketing costs predicted for 1974 were averted by 
the advance buying of paper supplies and linens for the Home, a saving in the lonc 
run. All departments were afflicted with the problem of facing higher costs in 
every area: maintenance contracts in the Registry of Probate went up, same as 
much as $120; the change over in the telephone system was an additional budget 
item for each department; all supplies and services have increased. Each of the 
departments made the same recommendation requesting pay raises for all County 
employees, an item which cannot be included in the budget unless authorized by 
the Delegation. 


Hon. Mr. Stimmell, Chairman of the sub-committee on the Retirement Plan, asked the 
Board to determine how the funding of the Retirement Plan would be accomplished. 
It was generally decided that a raise in pay would accompany it, but the amount 
or percentage figure to use as a recommended basis before the Delegation was not 
agreed upon. 


Mr. Robert Low of the CAP made a request on its behalf that $100,000.00 in revenue 
sharing funds be held in escrow for its program in the event that OEO is not 
funded or extended this year. Directors of four private, non-profit Day Care 
Centers partially funded by CAP as well as other sources, requested that $33,000.00 
be allocated to cover their fiscal needs. 


Some of the larger expenses outlined for budgeting at the County Farm and Home are 
a new silo, a new laundry room and reconstruction of the tunnel. The expenses for 
fuel oil and gasoline are impossible to pinpoint but will be much greater than 


last: year: 


The Total proposed budget figure at this point is $5,575,590.00 with an amount 
under the estimated income reducing the amount to be raised by County Tax to 
S372957 620200. 


The Hon. Mr. Cummings announced the dates for the public hearing; February 9, 1974, 
9:00 a.m. at the County Courthouse; Executive Committee - February 15, County 
Home at 9:00 a.m.; and the full County Convention meeting on February 23, 1974 at 
the County Courthouse at 9:00 a.m. 


Public Hearing 
February 9, 1974 


The Public Hearing was held at the Rockingham County Justice and Administration 
Building on February 9 for the purpose of presenting the proposed budget for 1974 
to the public. 


County Convention Chairman Charles E. Cummings opened the meeting. 


Present: Representatives Senter, Maynard, Page, Griffin, Hammond, Read, Dame, 
Scamman, Schwaner, Goodrich, Connor, Sanborn, Soule, Collishaw, Roy, 
Skinner, Goff, and Cummings. 


Mr. Cummings turned the meeting over to Chairman of the Executive Committee, W. 
Douglas Scamman Jr., who first announced a change in the Register of Deeds expense 
item, adding $17,500.00 to the figure shown, representing the salary of the 
Register of Deeds. The Commissioners announced that an additional sum would be 
forthcoming from the state for the support of County Home patients, according to 
information received in the past forty-eight hours, that would amount to about 
$204,150.82, increasing the Total Estimated Income figure for the County Home 

by that amount. 


Chairman Scamman read the budget and revenue estimates to the assembly. One exp- 
ense for each department which was most questioned was the telephone estimate since 
in previous years the central switchboard had absorbed that cost and now, with its 
elimination, each department had its own line and separate billing. 


Commissioner Hall, in answer to a query, advised that in line with the request to 
investigate the possible appointment of a County Manager, a committee of fifteen 
people was selected by the Delegation and $1,000.00 set aside for their use in 
compiling a study of county government. The study, he said, had been completed 
and filed. Mr. Scamman informed the body that any changes made as recommended in 
the study would have to be accomplished through the Delegation and would involve 
changing statutes. 


The only raises included in the budget were the step raises maintained by some 


departments, Mr. Scamman advised, and any determination as to a cost-of-living 
raise would have to be decided by the Convention which would consider it along 
with the proposed retirement plan. These two items, would be in addition to the 
figures presented today. He noted that the Executive Committee has already voted 
to make its recommendation to the Delegation that we go into a retirement system 
to induce same of the young people to stay with the county, and it was felt that 
some increase in pay would go along with this. 


Commissioner Southwick explained the change in presentation of the maintenance 
budget as well as in most of the other departments, as an attempt to figure exact 
costs in each department by having each department assume its expenses in its 
budget, just as it had done with the telephones. 


The largest increase in the budget was projected for the operation of the new one- 
hundred-bed facility at the County Home, now expected to be completed about April 
1st. 


Rep. Sanborn rose to express his concern for the safekeeping of the old records in 
the Register of Probate's department.

Purpose: Final determination of recommendations for 1974 budget to be presented 
to County Convention.

Delegation Chairman Cummings called the meeting to order at 9:00 a.m. and requested 
the roll call after which he turned the meeting over to Douglas Scamman, Executive 
Committee Chairman. 


Mr. Scamman called upon each of the department heads who, following intense dis- 
section of their stated budgeting requirements by the Executive Board, indicated 
the absolute necessities they felt their departments required. The Board, after 
each presentation, reviewed, questioned, discussed and reduced, rejected or affirm- 
ed each item proposed, making many changes in the departmental totals, as follows: 


Carleton Eldredge, County Attorney: On motion duly made and seconded, budget 
accepted as recommended on hand vote 7-1-9. 


Edith E. Holland, Register of Deeds: A final motion was made and seconded to amend 
the budget to delete the sum of $8,240 from the Capital Expense account, adopting 


a capital expenditure of $28,910.75 and also to adopt the operating budyet as 
printed minus the capital expenditure. A hand vote tied at 8-8 and the motion 
was carried when Chairman Scamman voted affirmatively, making the vote 9-8. 


Fire Training: A request for $1500 was unanimously approved by voice vote and 
also the motion to charge that item to revenue sharing as a public safety item. 


Edward Howard, Register of Probate: General approval was expressed for the long 

overdue microfilming of Probate records which has a "Special item" position in his 
budget and unanimous approval was given for both the regular operating budget and 
the special item under Revenue Sharing at $32,200.43 and $22,312.00, respectively. 


U. Samaha, Clerk of Courts: Unanimous voice vote approved the adoption of his 
$250,000.00 budget figure. 


George Sampson, Sheriff: Sheriff's Dept. Budget - Motion was duly made, seconded 
and unanimously approved to increase the estimated income from the Crimes Com- 
mission by $3500. for addition of another watts line, increasing that figure to 
$17,680.00, plus reducing the net proposed budget to $187,940.67. Unanimous 
approval on voice vote was also given for the $11,000.00 for cruisers on "special". 
Jail Budget - Unanimously approved for acceptance as submitted: the Sheriff's 
salary was also unanimously approved. 


Bernard Campbell and E. Upham, Co-operative Extension Service: A motion to delete 
the $5500 for the forestry aide when put to a hand vote died on an 8-8 vote. 
Recommendation that $2000 be cut from the Extension Service budget for telephones 
was unanimously voted. Motion was duly made, seconded and unanimously approved 
to recommend acceptance of the Extension Service budget with the exclusion of 
salaries and the aforesaid reduction of $2000. 


D. Leahman - Community Day Care Centers:The recommendation - $28,000.00. 
Bob Low, CAP: Recommendation refused unanimously. 


Homemakers' Association, Mrs. Rasmussen - Portsmouth: Motion to recommend $5000 
each for two programs, a total of $10,000 was unanimously approved. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hilton, County Home: Delay inopening the new building allows for 
reduction of 1/4 of the staffing salaries or $118,820.97 and additional receipts 
to be allowed by the Welfare Dept. will add $204,150.82 to the anticipated income 
making a new suggested budget figure for estimated income at $1,605,772.75, 
unanimously approved. 


Some of the special items discussed were voted and recommendations made as follows: 
Family Planning - $7,000.00 
Extension Service's moving bill - $1700.00 
Crime Commission - $15,000.00 
County Conservation District - $2,500.00 
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Audit - $3,000.00 


Maintenance - Karl Wuerker: Approved the additional amount of $4,000.00 for 
masonry to rebuild the piggery to be put into revenue sharing. Approval was 
given for recommendation of the maintenance figure of $523,344.98. 


Revenue Sharing: $15,000.00 was deleted here for repair of the tunnel with recam- 
mendations to limit the tunnels use as a safety precaution. 


The special contingency fund figure of $59,837.81 was unanimously approved. 


Treasurer - $1200.00 approved for Revenue Sharing: Commissioners' Office - $625. 
approved for typewriter replacement in Revenue Sharing account; the farm's input 
for a silo and related supplies at $17,000 from the same account was unanimously 
recommended. $23,600 was approved as recommended for application to the County 
Jail budget in the form of Revenue Sharing to free up the sum for the new laundry 
facility. 


Recommendations were unanimously voted for approval of the first four (1-4) items 
of the budget sheet; $2,000 for the Judge of Probate was approved on a hand vote 
of 7-6; items 13, 14, 15 and 16 were recommended as printed and 17, 18 and 19 
were recommended as printed, temporarily. Nos. 21 and 22 were recommended for 
adoption as printed as was No. 23. The Medical Referee, 24, was recommended for 
a $2,000 reduction, setting that figure at $16,000 and No. 28 was adopted as 
printed. 


The total Estimated Income Figure of $2,279,969.62 was accepted as printed (subject 
to the additional figure to be added by the County Home as previously noted.) 


It was noted that all references to raises in wages were deleted from departmental 
recommendations since the subject of raises together with recommended funding 
procedure for the retirement/pension plan were to be decided jointly for present- 
ation to the Convention delegates for their consideration. No allowance has been 
made in the present proposed budget at this point. The Committee exchanged views 
on ways and means and finally, Chairman Scamman requested that Delegation Chairman 
Charles Cummings appoint a sub-committee on the question of wage increases to 
confer with the previously appointed sub-committee on the Retirement Plan naming 
John Stimmell, Ruth Griffin, Henry Page, Kenneth Senter and Elizabeth Goff. 
Immediate arrangements were made for meeting on Monday, February 18, 1974 at 

9:00 a.m. at the County Home-the Wage Increase and Retirement Plan sub-committees 
and the Conmissioners. 


23 February 1974 
Rockingham County Delegates Convention 
County Administration and Justice Building 


Purpose: Final Approval and Adoption of Budget for 1974 
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Present: Representatives King, Stinmell, Benton, Davis, Wilson, Boucher, 
Kashulines, Skinner, Soule, Thibeault, Barka, Gorman, MacGregor, 
Read, Senter, Campbell, Goff, Roy, Sayer, Webster, Cummings, Vey, 
Erler, Goodrich, Hoar, Sanborn, Schwaner, Tavitian, Rogers, Randall, 
Akerman, Cunningham, Parr, Smith, Brown, Collishaw, Eastman, Junkins, 
Page, Scamman, Ellis, Weeks, Hammond, Lockhart, Maynard, Palfrey, Griffin, 
Cotton, Dame, McEachern, Splaine, Connors Hodgdon and Gibbons. 


The meeting was called to order by Charles E. Cummings, Chairman of the Convention 
after which he asked the Clerk, Mrs. Schwaner, to call the roll. The tally 
revealed the presence of 54 delegates and Mr. Cummings declared that a quorum was 
present. 


Chairman Cummings addressed the body advising the members that he had acted on 
their behalf in having sent a letter of sympathy to the widow of a fellow delegate, 
Charles H. Gay of Derry, following his demise last year. 


Mr. Cummings also informed the delegates of a letter sent in their name expressing 
the great appreciation he knew they would feel in acknowledgment of the gift of a 
new organ for the chapel in the new building at the County Home. 


Following these preliminary announcements, Mr. Cummings turned the gavel over to 

W. Douglas Scamman, Jr. who chaired the remainder of the meeting. Chairman Scamman 
announced that the purpose of the meeting was, hopefully, to adopt a county budget 
for this year and he proceeded to expedite its establishment. 


With little discussion, some of the first items in the budget were speedily voted 
approval after some explanation, as follows: County Commissioners' salaries - 
$21,000.00; Commissioners' Expenses - $57,038.66; Treasurer and Deputy - $2350.00; 
Treasurer and Deputy Expense - $1,088.00; County Attorney's Salary - $15,000.00; 
County Attorney's Expense - $10,665.20, an increase attributed to his move to his 
new office and the assumption of his own telephone expenses; Auditors - $1,000.00. 


After approval was voted for the $17,500.00 for the salary of the Register of Deeds, 
Rep. Ralph Hammond moved the acceptance of the original budget request for the 
Register of Deeds Expense, $151,155.49, restoring the amount recommended cut by 
the Executive Board, a move adamantly opposed by Rep. Ralph Maynard throughout the 
protracted pro and con discussion. The budget committee had recommended the 
deletion of $8,204.00 from the original budget with $37,114.75 to be charged 
against revenue sharing. Attorney Boynton was introduced to speak on her behalf 
which action went to a vote on Mr. Maynard's motion objecting on the grounds that 
this was not a public hearing. The motion was subsequently defeated and Mr. 
Boynton, in a limited two-minute address, supported Mrs. Holland's proposed budget 
requests. Long debate resulted in a vote to limit and the body's vote to approve 
the original budget request of $151,155.49 was challenged by Mr. Maynard whose 
request for a roll call on the vote met defeat when the five "seconds" requested 
by Mr. Scamman failed to respond. 
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The Register of Probate's expenses of $32,200.43 was duly voted as was the $2,000. 
for the Probate Judge's expenses. 


The discussion of the Maintenance Department's budget recommended at $523,344.98 
questioned its total structure. The Commissioners explained that the income figure 
for the department would be derived from billing other departments for maintenance 
work performed. Rep. Ellis' request for an evaluation of maintenance supplies 
inventory was set at approximately $40,000.00 by Commissioner Southwick and the 
question regarding the $4,000.00 item for the piggery was answered by Chairman 
Scamman with the advice that that amount was to be charged to revenue sharing. 
Commissioner Hall advised him that a system of inventory control was presently 
being set up so that accurate information in that area would soon be immediately 
available upon demand. One of the causes for the estimated increase in the 
maintenance budget was cited as being the increased cost of fuel oils. Rep. 
Gorman's motion to amend the maintenance budget by adding $3,000.00 to "Repairs 
and Maintenance, Land and Buildings" and charging $7,000.00 to revenue sharing was 
recommended for the funding of the waterproofing of the new addition at the County 
Home, but, after some discussion, a vote on the motion failed. Approval of the 
$523,344.98 budget figure was unanimously voted. 


Superior Court's request for $270,000.00 was reduced by a recommended $20,000.00 
to $250,000.00. ‘The basis for the cut was the anticipated passage of HB30 by the 
legislature, a bill still in committee, to which it has been recommended that 
amendment be made which would increase all entry fees in Superior Court, thus add- 
ing to the anticipated receipts of that department. Although there was some argu- 
ment that non-passage of HB30 could be detrimental to the budget if the $20,000.00 
cut were approved, it was nevertheless voted to approve the reduced amount of 
$250,000.00 


The unanimous vote on each of the following items supported their places in the 
budget: Sheriff's salary - $12,600.00; Sheriff's expense - $279,098.35; three 
new cruisers - $11,000.00 (to be charged to revenue sharing); and $183,820.46 to 
be appropriated for the jail. 


The recommended figure for the County Home budget at $2,655,317.83 or $118,920.97 
less than the original budget request, had been reduced with the application of 
$204,150.82 to the estimated receipts due to the increased amount of support the 
State has advised will be paid per patient. The County Home budget reflects the 
$.81 per meal charged to the County Jail and the cost of meats and provisions 
received from the Farm. Opening of the new building is now set at about May lst 
and all projected cost figures cover the period from May 1 through December 31st. 
The recommended budget was unanimously voted and adopted at $2,655,317.83. 


Rep. Ellis of Greenland requested the total project cost of the new building at the 
County Home plus the sewage system as of this date. Commissioner Driscoll complied 
by reading an itemized statement beginning with the original appropriation figure 

of $2,666,760.00 through to the last equipment expenditure. Funding of the sewage 
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system, he explained, would be assumed 75% by the federal government, 20% by the 
State - payable in twenty years, and with a five per cent cost to the county. 
Commissioner Hall advised that the Environmental Engineers had informed the Board 
of Commissioners that new regulations added to the requirements for the sewage 
system have now increased the original estimated cost by an additional $100,000.00 
and two more regulations had been added the previous week. On Commissioner Hall's 
request for the funds, Charles E. Cummings, Convention Chairman, offered a motion, 
seconded by Rep. Senter, that the County Treasurer, upon the order of the County 
Commissioners, be authorized to borrow the sum of $140,000.00 which represents the 
State's 20% share of the funding, on a five-year note, repayable $28,000.00 annual- 
ly, plus interest, plus authority to spend the $59,837.81 contingency fund for the 
purpose of completing the construction at the County Home. This amount would not 
exceed the total original appropriation of $2,666,760.00 for the sewage system. 
The voice vote was unanimously in favor of the motion. 


Chairman Scamman announced that the funeral for Rep. Canney, a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, would be held at 2:00 p.m. in Farmington. 


Rep. Cunningham spoke for the entire convention when he requested that the minutes 
indicate that the delegates extended their best wishes to George and Dorothy Hilton 
for a long and happy retirement time and thanking them for the long years of serv- 
ice given to the county. 


All of the following were voted unanimous approval on motions duly made and second- 
ed: Old Age Assistance at $340,000.00: Board & Care of Children at $130,000.00 and 
Direct Relief at $60,000.00. The $10,000.00 voted for approval to Surplus Commod- 
ities covers the county's share of the cost of the current surplus food program 
until its termination at the end of June. $122,800.00 for Interest on Temporary 
Loan; $126,765.55 for Interest on Bonds & Notes; $195,000.00 for Payment on Bonds 
and Notes. 


$90,80198 was the original budget request for the Cooperative Extension Service 
and the Executive Committee recommendation of $86,544.98 was the result of deduct- 
ing $2,000.00 from monies allocated for telephones and removal of an additional 
sum in excess of $2,000.00 represented salary increases to individuals. The 
objection of Rep. Maynard of Portsmouth to the motion for approval requested that 
it be amended by deleting $5,200.00 - the item for a forestry aide. Arguments 
strongly supporting the amendment were equally met by those opposing it and a 
voice vote was challenged when Rep. Ednapearl Parr of Hampton called for a division 
of the house. Six standing votes were counted in support of the amendment to del- 
ete $5,200.00 against an "overwhelming" vote in opposition. Chairman Scamman 
called for a vote on the motion to approve $86,544.98 and it carried on a voice 
vote. 


An increase in the Delegation Expenses to $7,000.00 was attributed to the raise in 
per diem and mileage expenses voted the representatives and the item was unanimously 
voted. The cost of Printing the County Report was reduced to $1500.00 this year 

by reducing the number of copies printed; approved on a unanimous vote. County 
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Insurance was duly voted $28,250.00; Medical Referee was voted $16,000.00 and an 
appropriation of $51,422.11 was duly voted for the County Farm. 


Under the "Specials" section, the $15,000.00 set aside for the Crime Commission 
budget for matching funds under revenue sharing was duly voted following inform- 
ation by Commissioner Hall that about $120,000.00 was returned last year through 
this funding. $2500.00 was the appropriation voted for the County Conservation 
District. 


Rep. Soule's motion to reduce the item for the County Attorney's furnishings in 
his new office from the requested $2500.00 figure to $2000.00 resulted ina 
standing vote manifestly in favor of the reduction. 


The cost of moving the offices of the Cooperative Extension Service from the 
Administration Building in Exeter to the Carlisle Building at the County Home in 
Brentwood was approved and $1700.00 voted to cover it. 


The recommended figure of $7,000.00 for the Family Planning group was duly voted. 
$1500.00 requested for Fire Training was also voted approval but with the advice 
to the firemen that before any future monies would be alloted for their use a 
written, long-range program plan for the group would be required, outlining the 
uses to which funds requested would be applied. 


The $10,000.00 figure recommended for the Homemakers' Association (against their 
request for $12,500.00) was amended by vote to allow for equal shares of the 
funds allocated to be distributed to the association's branches and the recom- 
mended funding was duly voted. 


$3,000.00 was appropriated and duly voted for the cost of the State Audit. 


A lengthy discussion of the proposed application of $28,000.00 requested by the 
Day Care Centers went to a vote to limit debate and, ultimately, was duly voted 
the appropriation of $28,000.00 with $9,000.00 to be charged to revenue sharing. 
Rep. Erler of Raymond requested that the record indicate his opposition in this 
matter. 


Rep. Hammond made the motion that the Convention vote to allow a 5.5% cost-of- 
living increase for county employees to become effective April 1, 1974 and 
amounting to $90,721.37 in the 1974 budget. One amendment proposed a 5.5% 
increase up to $400.00 which was called favorable on a voice vote, but a call 

for division resulted in a standing vote of 9 in favor and 16 opposed and the 
motion failed. A motion which failed on a voice vote suggested that all further 
consideration of a raise of any kind be laid on the table until three weeks hence 
when full information could be produced on wages presently paid to all county 
employees. Chairman Scamman then advised that the motion before the board was a 
straight 5.5% increase. Rep. Ellis amended this with a motion that all employees 
get $300.00 across the board which, on a voice vote, Chairman Scamman called in 
favor of the motion. A division was called for which resulted in a standing vote 


15 


of 15 in favor and 31 opposed to the motion and the motion failed. The motion 
for a 5.5% increase for all eligible county employees was put to a vote and was 
unanimously approved. Not eligible were sheriffs' deputies and department heads. 


Rep. Stimmell made a motion that the County enter the State Retirement System 

and that the first year's cost be funded by the County. He answered questions 

on his outline of the proposed system as researched by his committee and then 
noted Rep. Tony Smith's suggestion that a better system was available. Mr. 
Stimmell subsequently withdrew his motion in favor of another by Mrs. Parr. Mr. 
Smith's outline of benefits accruing to the county through a retirement fund 
system other than the State's aroused much interest and he backed up his urgent 
recommendation that the county forego the State's system in favor of an alternate 
he could recommend by offering his services as a pension plan consultant as a 
personal donation from him to the county and he guaranteed his company's services 
at zero commissions if the plan he came up with was accepted, as a gift to the 
county. Mrs. Parr offered the motion that the county go into a retirement system 
and that the decision as to which system will be left to the Executive Conmittee, 
providing that the first year's cost should not exceed the cost projected for 

the State Retirement System and that the benefits should be at least equal to those 
offered by the State. A standing vote showed 33 in favor of the motion, 8 opposed, 
and it was so voted. Mr. Smith advised that thirty days would allow him time to 
draw up the alternate proposal. Chairman Cummings commented that the big step 
accomplished is that our county is now going to be part of a retirement system - 
and that is great progress. 


Under Revenue Sharing, the vote was reaffirmed appropriating $59,837.81 in the 
contingency fund to be used for completion of the County Home building program. 
Also voted - the Maintenance item of $20,305.00 from revenue sharing monies; the 
Register of Probate's microfilming requirements for $22,312.00; $1,200.00 for the 
Treasurer's safe and calculator; $625.00 for a typewriter in the Commissioners' 
office; $21,000.00 to the County Farm; $11,000.00 (3 cruisers) to the Sheriff's 
Department; $29,680.00 for the Jail - all from Revenue Sharing. A special item 
for an addition to the laundry received $23,600.00, duly voted. The total figure 
involved in Revenue Sharing is $270,632.56. 


Estimated Incomes were approved at $1,605,772.75 for the County Home; $211,904.10 
for the Registry of Deeds; Interest on C.D. - $30,000.00; public assistance 
$7,500.00 ; Probation Department rent - $6,000.00; Sheriff's Dept. - $103,757.68; 
Jail - from Revenue Sharing - $29,680.00; Maintenance Dept.- $405,185.19; County 
Farm Income - $57,793.00; County Attorney - $2,000.00. Total estimated income - 
$2,630,753.00. Total Budget - $5,694,883.41. To be Raised by Taxes - $3,064,130.41. 
Motion was made and duly seconded and it was voted to accept all of the above as 
final figures. 


Rep. Ellis rose to offer the motion that the Delegation instruct the County 


Commissioners to supply to members of the County Delegation on or before June 
15, 1974 a detailed list of county assets, broken down by equipment and supplies; 
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the county wage scale; and the breakdown of costs of the new building at the 
County Home. The motion was seconded and unanimously adopted and Mr. Ellis advised 
Chairman Scamman that the cost of compiling this information would be about $75.00. 


Rep. Parr suggested that a rising vote of thanks be given to the Chairman, W. 
Douglas Scamman, for the tremendous job he did in conducting the meeting. 


Rep. Ruth Griffin requested a vote on her motion that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to set aside one, two-bed room at the County Home for the purpose of 
detoxefication, for drugs and/or alcohol, in line with the criminal code as adopt- 
ed in the State of New Hampshire that you can't put people in jails or restrain 
them as criminals because of their state of intoxication. She asserted that the 
County has a requirement to accept these people for detoxification. The vote was 
unanimously in favor. 


Rockingham County Delegation 
March 26,1974 


Purpose: To consider grants to the County. Chairman Cummings called the meeting 
to order for the purpose of considering grants to the County. 
It was moved and seconded that the Rockingham County Convention accept 
all State and Federal grants as may be available. 
The vote was unanimous. 
The motion was made by Representative Senter and seconded by Represent- 
ative Wilson. 


30 March 1974 
Executive Committee Meeting 
County Home, Brentwood, N. H. 


Purpose: Selection of Retirement System for county employees. 


Executive Committee Members Present: Roy, Goodrich, Senter, Hammond, Cummings, 
Schwaner, Dame, Soule, Sanborn, Griffin, Page, 
Connors, Maynard, Collishaw, Scamman, Skinner. 


Convention Chairman Charles E. Cummings called the meeting to order and asked the 
clerk to call the roll, after which he turned the meeting over to W. Douglas 
Scamman, Jr., Executive Committee Chairman. Chairman Scamman asked first for the 
report of the members of the Retirement Committee and John Stimmell, its chairman, 
addressed the body. In his opening statement Rep. Stimmell recommended that his 
committee's report, previously presented, recommending entry into the State Retire- 
ment Program and attendant recommendations as outlined, be accepted in toto: Rep. 
Griffin offered the motion as stated in the recommendation, seconded by Mr. Maynard. 


Members of the sub-committee informed the Board that there had been three plans 


considered as alternates to the State plan: The Phoenix Insurance Plan - consider- 
ed totally unacceptable, it had been eliminated early in the committee's study; 
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the New York Life Ins. Plan submitted by John Monroe was negated by the lack of a 
death benefit and, more importantly, it had no provision for the ten-year "buy 
back"; the Travelers Insurance Plan suggested by Rep. Tony Smith met the basic 
requirements to be matched in the State's system but the members of the conmittee 
found nothing in it to recommend it above the State plan. 


The greatest amount of discussion, revolved around the sheriff's department, or 
Group 11, and the generally expressed feeling that they were being discriminated 
against since they could not be included in the provision for prior service. It 
was suggested that the passage of SB 18 would resolve that inequity since that 
bill provided for past service liability and would allow them to buy back and 
they, too, would be in the State's system. The question of delaying action on the 
whole until determination of the Senate Bill was suggested, but given slight 
consideration. Another thought was to separately insure the sheriff's men ata 
quoted cost of $170.00 a month on a month-to-month, temporary basis, starting 
immediately: This was immediately discarded as discriminatory against all other 
county employees whc would not be covered until the time when all the material 
compiled in questionnaires to be distributed to them was sorted, substantiated and 
submitted to the State. 


On advice that only four men in the sheriff's. department were actually affected. by 
the exclusion in Group 11, Mr. Stimmell suggested that "...we are letting the tail 
wag the dog." Mr. Sanborn reminded the body that it was under instruction from 
the full delegation to join a retirement system and it was suggested that a vote 
be taken on the motion before the committee. 


A show of hands on a vote in favor of entering the State Retirement System with 
the related recommendations previously presented in toto, produced a count of 13 
in favor, 1 in opposition. Rep. Hammond addressed the chairman and requested that 
the roll be called and the clerk was so instructed. The roll call showed 13 
"yea's" and 1 "nay" again registered by Rep. Soule, and the chairman declared that 
the motion was adopted. 


Mr. Scamman asked that the Executive Board give a vote of thanks to conmittee 
members John Stimmell, Ruth Griffin and Henry Page for all the work that they have 
done on the Retirement Committee and the entire body gave a standing ovation to 
the hard-working members of the committee. 


Commissioner Hall informed the Executive Committee that the Commissioners had met 
with the Governor the day before in a discussion of the new Manpower Program and 
he called upon Commissioners Driscoll and Southwick to explain to the representa- 
tives the progress made to date. 


Commissioner Driscoll reported that they had been working hard to gain recognition 
for Rockingham and Hillsborough Counties as prime sponsors in the Manpower program 
and had been to the Region 1 office in Boston several times in attempts to get the 
federal government to recognize that the County Conventions are more than part of 
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the House, that they are, in fact, units of government. In another area, they 
noted their mutual impressions that there is a fight against the counties being 
recognized as prime sponsors since the State would lose money to the counties 
should the control of the new program go to the counties. In conversation with 
the governor it was apparent to them, they said, that he wasn't being fully 
apprised of the doings of his staff and they so informed him and brought him up 
to date during the conference with him and his staff. The governor thereafter 
directed one of his staff to write a letter to Washington recommending Rockingham 
County as a prime sponsor. 


Commissioner Hall informed the Board that Commissioner Southwick would be attending 
another conference in Washington, D. C. on the 8th of April. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Rockingham County Convention was held 
this date, June 21, 1974, in the Conference Room of the Dr. John Blaisdell Building 
at the County Home at 9:00 a.m. for the purpose of discussing and deciding the 
solution to the special problems of some employees in connection with their elig- 
ibility for enrollment in the State Retirement Plan. 


The County Convention Chairman, Charles E. Cummings, called the meeting to order 
in the absence of W. Douglas Scamman, Jr., Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
and requested and received the approval of the members to allow Rep. William 
Boucher to stay while the meeting was in session. The clerk was requested to call 
the roll and the following members answered: 


Present: V. Roy, Skinner, Goodwin, Soule, Sanborn, Hammond, Page, Collishaw, 
Schwaner, Cummings, Griffin, Dame, Read, Maynard, Connors, Senter and 
Goff. 


Also present were Commissioners Southwick, Driscoll and Roy; Hon. Mr. Stimmell, 
Chairman of the Retirement Committee and Hon. William Boucher. 


Mr. Cummings introduced Commissioner Vesta Roy, appointed to the Board of Commis- 
Sioners since the last meeting of the Executive Committee, noting that Conm. Roy 
needed no real introduction since she is also an elected representative to the 
County Convention as well as a member of the Executive Committee. 


The Chairman outlined briefly the events leading to the decision of the County 

to enter the State Retirement System and the problem encountered with respect to 
picking up the ten years back for those employees who had been with the County for 
that many years or more. He noted that there had been a tendency by the County to 
lean a little towards the acceptance of the total number of years involved in 
broken terms of employment as applicable towards eligibility for the ten-year-buy- 
back, but the rules of the State Retirement Plan negate that. They do not allow 
inclusion of any service time before the last date of reemployment, he said, and, 
in his opinion, the State Retirement System should be adopted in its entirety. It 
would be a great expense to the County if a special allowance were made for the 
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twenty-six people involved who have long records of employment but not on a con- 
tinuing basis. 


Mr. Maynard agreed that the County should accept the State System "as is". Mr. 
Soule made the motion that we accept the State Retirement Plan as is, seconded by 
Mr. Collishaw. Mr. Soule spoke to his motion citing the problems encountered at 
the State level when individual exceptions to those rules were made, one always 
leading to another. 


Mr. Read questioned the rule that none could have continuing service credit if it 
is broken by a short term of absence. Absence, he was advised, did not refer to 
Sick leave or an authorized leave of absence, but to a termination of any duration 
or to a period of unauthorized leave. Mr. Stimmell said his Committee had invest- 
igated in great detail and that any employee can have a leave of absence with 
extensions granted up to a year's time of total absence. 


Commissioner Southwick suggested that the motion presented might be more clearly 
defined, making it clear that the buy-back will go only to the last reemployment, 
not picking up any broken terms of employment and Mr. Soule offered to amend his 
motion. Some discussion as to the exact wording to be used to prevent misinterpr- 
etation produced the following amended motion: ...that we accept the State Retire- 
ment Law as is and that the provision for the ten-year buy-back of retirement for 
county employees be for continuous service, not cumulative. The motion was again 
seconded by Mr. Collishaw. 


Chairman Cummings called for more discussion and, there being none, asked that 
there be a show of hands indicating all those in favor of the motion. The response 
was overwhelming: only one vote was registered in opposition. 


The request for special consideration by Mrs. Hilton which had been referred to 
the Executive Committee for decision was outlined and the Retirement Committee 
Chairman, John Stinmell, reported that his committee could not come up with any 
suggestion or solution. He said that Mrs. Hilton had offered figures for their 
study in her suggestion of several possible courses that might be followed to 
establish a larger fund on her behalf since her retirement fund account would not 
be up to what it might have been if she had been paid for the past ten years at or 
near the rate she was earning in the past couple of years. The committee felt, 
however, that a buy-back of additicnal years for her benefit would be too costly 
for the county and another solution that she had offered might bring on more 
difficulties for both her and the county and would not be worth it to either of 
them. 


The final decision was reflected in the vote on Mr. Soule's motion, seconded by 
Mrs. Griffin and unanimously voted, that by vote of the Executive Committee we do 
not accept more than a ten-year buy-back for any county employee and buy-back is 
at the employee's actual salary. 
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Mrs. Skinner informed the Board that the Homemaker Health group in the London- 
derry/Windham district hasn't gotten off the ground yet but that as of August 
16th the service would go into effect. She said it had been held up due to monies 
that should have, but had not come in from the federal funding. 


Mr. Page said that the Pension Committee had spoken with a lot of people in the 
performance of their conmittee's duties and it had come to their attention in that 
time that we have some night watchmen around here who carry only flashlights and 
time clocks when covering the buildings on their rounds. If they should appre- 
hend some unauthorized person on the premises they would have no way of holding 
them and to run to a telephone would give the intruder ample opportunity to escape. 
At one time, he recalled, Mr. Hilton had asked for walkie-talkies and they had 
been authorized but, for some reason, had not been obtained. If the watchman 
should for some reason be disabled during his rounds - by a fall, for instance, 
he would have to lie there because he would have no way of contacting anyone. 


Mr. Page requested that the watchmen be provided with these two-way radios. Mr. 
Maynard noted that money is available through the Crime Commission for this type 
of equipment and it would be ninety per cent paid for through it. There was 
general recognition of the need and the request was made that the Commissioners 
look into it and bring it to Sheriff George Sampson's attention for suggested 
hookup with the dispatcher in the Sheriff's Dept. Mr. Dame suggested that in his 
experience the term "watchmen" would have to be changed to "Security men" in order 
to obtain the money through the Crimes Commission. Mrs. Griffin noted that 
security officers would come under Group 11 of the Retirement Plan and would be 
eligible for twenty years buy-back. Also, they would be paid wages due to those 
in hazardous jobs: watchmen are in Group l. 


Commissioner Southwick advised that the Commissioners may have to come back to 
the Executive Committee to get a transfer out of the surplus funds to buy the 
walkie-talkie units from county money. Commissioner Driscoll stated that a motion 
should be made, and Mr. Page offered the motion that the Commissioners shall 
provide the feasible method of securing electronic communications for county 
watchmen within the institution area. The motion was duly seconded and unanimous- 
ly voted. 


Mrs. Goodrich asked that Dr. Mitchell's picture be hung in a more prominent place 
than it presently occupies in the old building so that it can be seen. She made 
a motion to that effect, seconded by Mrs. Griffin, and it was unanimously voted. 


THE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY CONVENTION met on June 21, 1974 at the County Home, Brent- 
Wood, N. H. 


Present were: Representatives Robert Erler; Ruth L. Griffin; Helen F. Wilson; 
John H. Stimmell; Marilyn R. Campbell; Edna B. Weeks; Herbert L. 
MacGregor; Roy W. Davis: Roger C. King; Clarence L. Webster; K. 
Michael Tavitian; George Thibeault; Bill Boucher; Don Gormen; F. L. 
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Junkins; Frank G. Wolfsen; Grace DeCesare; Paul A. Hodgdon; B. A. 
Brown; Wilfred R. Cunningham; K. L. Senter; Mary T. Vey; Joseph 
A. McEachern; Paul A. Gibbons; Doris Spollett; Edwin W. Eastman; 
Vera Goodrich; Cecil Dame; Maurice W. Read; Patricia M. Skinner; 
Thomas P. Connors; Earle L. Soule; Elizabeth E. Goff; Ralph C. 
Maynard; Myrtle B. Rogers; Charles E. Cummings; Henry H. Page; 
Lyman E. Collishaw; Leonard F. Sanborn; Ralph F. Hammond; Annie 
Mae Schwaner. 


Chairman Cummings stated that the purpose of this meeting was to authorize the 
County Conmissioners to apply for, receive and expend federal and state monies, 
consistent with the law, in connection with the Manpower Program, and further, to 
ratify the consortium entered into by the Commissioners with the Counties of 
Strafford and Hillsborough and the State of New Hampshire. 


Before proceeding with the discussion Mr. Cummings introduced Commissioner Vesta 
Roy congratulating her on her appointment as the "new" County Commissioner and 
noting that she had been appointed to fill the vacancy on the Board since the date 
of the last meeting of the Convention. CommisSioner Roy was acknowledged to be 
less than a stranger to the body since she is also an elected representative to 
the County Convention as well as a member of the Executive Committee. 


Mr. Cummings explained in summary the events leading up to the calling of this 
meeting, and the County's involvement in the Manpower Program. The Governor wanted 
to handle the whole program at the state level, he said, but we argued with the 
federal government for recognition of New Hampshire counties as units of local 
government. We eventually won the right to be prime sponsors under the Act which 
allows for eligible bodies of government to plan and implement useful, educational 
organizations at the local level. The Attorney General announced at this point 
that unless. the County Conventions voted to authorize the Commissioners to receive 
and use this money from the federal government under the Manpower Act, it would be 
illegal. The chairman observed that although we don't believe that this is so, we 
will conform: thus, this meeting. 


The motion was offered that the County Convention vote to authorize the Commissioners 
to apply for, receive and expend funds from the federal and state governments, con- 
sistent with the law, and further, to ratify a consortium entered into by the Com 
missioners with the Counties of Strafford and Hillsborough and the State of New 
Hampshire. The motion was seconded and Mr. Maynard's concern as to the presence 

of a quorum was satisfied with the notice that forty-two representatives were in 
attendance. 


Mr. Eastman requested that it be discussed. On asking if the Chairman was fully 
informed, he was advised that Commissioner Driscoll would answer any questions. 


Commissioner Driscoll added to Mr. Cummings summary by advising that CETA (Compre- 


hensive Employment Training Act) under the Manpower Program also allows for all 
the units of local government within the state which are eligible to unite and 
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receive additional, incentive monies of 5% for such a consortium. This 5% will 
bring our County and Strafford County in their alliance with the state of New 
Hampshire close to $800,000.00 under the Act, to be used for the CETA programs. 

In addition, the Summer Youth Program will receive $268,000.00 starting next 

week, he advised. We are talking in the neighborhood of 1.3 Million Dollars which 
will be spent according to the decision of each unit. There will be a three-man 
executive board in the Granite State Consortium; one man from Rockingham County, 
one from Strafford County and one appointed by the governor to represent the 
cau. 


This legislation is quite unique: it is the pilot or predecessor of the way it 
will be done in the future, Commissioner Driscoll explained. In addition to the 
CETA money, there will be available to each unit of government $75,000.00 or more 
in EEA monies and, for fiscal 1975, this amounts to 1.5 Million Dollars. We are 
embarking on an important new avenue. We have worked hard and long on it and 
would appreciate your favorable vote. 


This consortium agreement was presented to the governor and council but there was 
a tack-on by the Attorney General which said that it had to be approved by the 
Convention to be legal. Under the Public Employment Program and EEA we signed 
grant agreements with the State without the requirement of County Convention 
approval: the same is true of the Crimes Commission money. 


Questions and answers were exchanged between the body and Cammissioner Driscoll on 
all aspects of the Program. On its management - a Planning Council will make rec- 
ommendations and the Commissioners will make the decisions. The decision goes on 
to the Consortium Board and then to the Department of Labor but there is no veto 
on the Commissioners except in connection with the technical compliance with the 
law. No decision can be changed without the consent of the Commissioners and no- 
one can tell us how or how not to spend the money. On division of monies to the 
consortium - they are divided according to the formula in the statute: Rockingham 
County will get about 68% and about 32% will go to Strafford County. Strafford 
County was ineligible to act as a unit of local government under the Act so its 
Commissioners requested in February to join with Rockingham County rather than 
have to work with the State. 


Chairman Cummings asked for a vote on the motion which was repeated by the Clerk: 
It has been moved and seconded to authorize the Commissioners to apply for and 
receive funds from the federal and state governments and to expend the same, con- 
Sistent with the law, and further, to ratify the execution of the Granite State 
Consortium with the counties of Rockingham/Strafford and Hillsborough and the 
State of New Hampshire. A unanimous vote was recorded on a show of hands and 
Chairman Cummings announced that the motion was unanimously approved and it was so 
voted. 


Chairman Cummings addressed the Convention saying that he probably would not have 
the opportunity to call them to session again and expressed his pride in having

been their chairman, commending them in their performance and in their cooperation. 


Mrs. Schwaner stated for the record that it had been a real honor to have had him 
as their chairman and was confirmed by the ovation of the representatives. 


THE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE met this date, July 25, 1974, for the 
purpose of reviewing the budget expenditures for the second quarter. County 
Convention Chairman Charles E. Cummings called the meeting to order and requested 
the roll call by the Clerk. 


Present were: Representatives Scamman, Dame, Connors, Hammond, Maynard, Griffin, 
Collishaw, Goodrich, Page, Roy, Goff, Read, Soule, Skinner, Senter 
Annie May Schwaner, Clerk and Charles E. Cummings, Convention 
Chairman. Also present were Commissioners Southwick, Driscoll and 
Roy; Madelyn Walker, Head Bookkeeper; Winston Lothrop, County 
Treasurer; and the Press. 


Having established the presence of a quorum, Mr. Cummings turned the gavel over to 
Douglas Scamman, Chairman of the Executive Committee, who conducted the remainder 
of the meeting. Mr. Scamman announced that for the sake of brevity, he would not 
discuss each item individually but, since everyone had had the opportunity to 
study the budget thoroughly at home, having received a copy by mail, would wait 
for any questions or comments they might want to raise for the Cammissioners' 
explanation. 


The County Attorney's budget was questioned since it was over its quarterly share, 
but the expenditures were explained to be for supplies which will carry him for a 
while and will not lead to an overexpended budget. Mr. Hammond said that he had 
been particularly concerned about the Superior Court budget since there had been 
a $20,000.00 cut in their requested appropriation on vote of the Convention, but 
that there appeared to be no problem so far. 


A breakdown of the Day Care Centers' monies was requested by Rep. Skinner since 
only the total figure was listed, and the individual allocations were quoted for 
her benefit by the bookkeeper, Mrs. Walker, who further advised that the full 
amounts had not been disbursed at the end of the period covered by this report. 


Mrs. Goff asked an explanation for the money listed as a temporary loan to the 
jail which was explained by Commissioner Southwick to be the tax money which the 
Convention had voted for that use. He commented on the overall report which he 
said demonstrated that we are running well within the budyet and are under on many 
items. The County Home, he predicted, could even show a surplus. In answer to Mr. 
Hammond's question regarding receipts at the Home, he said that they were in line 
with the revenue that had been anticipated and should be very good. 


Representative Soule moved to accept the quarterly report as printed; seconded by 
Rep. Schwaner, and unanimously voted. 
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Mr. Scamman asked if there were any other matters for discussion and Commissioner 
Southwick reported that there were several other things on the agenda. As a point 
of information, he advised that the state auditor had pointed out that the bookk- 
eeping system we have been using for the past two years, is the same form the 
entire state will be adopting next year. The only change we will have to make in 
conforming will be the numbering of accounts. 


A proposal for their consideration was presented by Commissioner Southwick on be- 
half of Superior Court. The plan, if approved, would allow space for another 
courtroom and would be made possible by relocating the second floor law library 
and lawyers' lounge, moving them to the office off the lobby which was formerly 
occupied by the Commissioners. The vacated area would then be used as an additional 
courtroom with an anteroom for the judge's chambers. An estimate of $5,000.00 was 
given for the adjustment which would include the cost of constructing the judge's 
bench and a witness chair in the new courtroom and installing carpeting throughout 
the new courtroom area and in the new library and lounge. The only modification 
to the building itself would involve the placement of two doors for access to the 
new quarters upstairs. Superior Court proposes to assume the full cost for the 
modification and does not expect that the expenditure will force them to exceed 
their budget allocation. 


The Commissioners' authority to approve the modification of the building itself 
involving the two doors was verified since that cost would not exceed the legal 
limit of $1000.00. A lengthy discussion of the proposal from many angles produced 
a motion by Rep. Dame that the Building Committee and the Commissioners make an 
on-sight evaluation and return to the Executive Board with a report. Rep. Goff 
seconded the motion but Rep. Maynard objected to the wasteful expense involved in 
re-calling the Board and suggested that they should have enough faith in the 
Building Committee and the Commissioners to allow them to make the final judgement. 
Mr. Scamman called for a vote on the motion, asking for an affirmative vote if in 
agreement with having a report presented to the Board for their decision; a negative 
vote if the decision should be made by the Conmissioners and the Building Committee. 
A unanimous vote was recorded in opposition to the motion. 


Rep. Senter then offered the motion that the Commissioners and the Building Conm. 
be authorized to make the decision on the proposal, seconded by Rep. Hammond. Mr. 
Soule proposed an amendment that the cost of the remodeling would not exceed 
$1,000.00 but was reminded by Commissioner Southwick that legally, it could not. 
Mr. Scamman called for a vote on the motion which was unanimously in favor. 


As the next order of business, Commissioner Roy informed the Board of a request by 
the County Home's Administrator, Harold H. Horrocks, that consideration be given 

to changing the name of the Rockingham County Home, renaming it the Rockingham 
County Nursing Home. Mr. Horrocks suggested that because of the unfortunate 
connotation of a "County Home", linking it to the stigma of the poor farm, that the 
addition of the word "Nursing" to its name would lend it some dignity, she reported. 
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The lack of enthusiasm for the proposal was further negated by the disapproval 
expressed by several members. Rep. Griffin felt that it was unnecessary, 
encumbering and labeling. Rep. Senter's opinion placed the blame for the stigma, 
if there is one, in the use of the words "Rockingham County...." in the name and 
he said that as long as it bears the County's name, you are not gaining a thing 
by modifying the word "....Home". Rep. Cummings moved that the name of the County 
Home be left as it is, seconded by Rep. Griffin and so unanimously voted. 


Commissioner Driscoll, as designated representative of Rockingham/Strafford Counties 
to the Granite State Consortium and Chairman of its Executive Board, offered a 
report on the progress being made with the Manpower Program. The Planning Council 
meetings have had a good representation from both counties, he said, and two sub- 
committees, each on its own course, are currently evaluating the directions to be 
followed in establishing the most effective training programs. Needs are expected 
to vary in different areas, he explained, and, with that in mind, he requested 
that the Chairman appoint three representatives, one from each of the three 
Commission Districts, to sit on the Rockingham/Strafford Planning Council with 
advice as to where his/her district's needs lie, to ensure the most productive 

use of the monies involved. Chairman Scamman suggested that it would be good 
policy to have the Convention Chairman, Rep. Cummings, make these appointments 

so that it could be a standing committee. Rep. Skinner proposed the motion that 
the Convention Chairman appoint a representative from each of the three Commission 
districts and to direct them to represent their respective districts as appointed 
members of the Manpower Planning Council. Rep. Senter seconded the motion which 
was unanimously voted with enthusiastically favorable comments. Chairman Cummings 
took the designation of the appointees under advisement for deliberation. 


Rep. Griffin referred back to an earlier decision wherein it had been voted to 
supply electronic communications equipment to the watchman at the Home and inquired 
as to the progress being made in obtaining it. Commissioner Southwick reported 
that Sheriff Sampson had advised that the only ones he would recommend would cost 
from $400 to $600, to start. The Crime Conmission is supplying a number of them 
to the Sheriff's department, one of which the Sheriff has offered to loan to the 
Home for the watchman's use. The unit was described as a multi-band, two-way 
radio with which contact could be made with the telephone company's operator; the 
jail; the Courthouse dispatcher; or the State Police. The unit should be available 
shortly, he reported, and would negate the necessity of buying the expensive equip- 
ment at this tine. 


Having been on the conmittee which researched the retirement plan for the County, 
Rep. Griffin expressed an interest in the degree of participation in the State 
System by the County employees. Mrs. Walker quoted a 75% membership among Court- 
house employees: Commissioner Southwick reported that 47% of employees at the 
Home had signed up. The amount of money appropriated for the County's share of 
its cost was acknowledged to be adequate in light of those figures. 


Regarding the Manpower Program, Commissioner Driscoll reported that Terrence Mc- 
Garghan of Strafford County will coordinate the programs in both counties: Leroy 
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Dube, a resident of Plaistow, has been retained as fiscal agent on an as-needed 
basis. 


Commissioner Driscoll cited a service of the Department of Labor (DOL) wherein a 
unit of local government which is in need of a specialist to direct its operation 
may apply to DOL for the loan of one of its professionals, knowledgable in this 
field. The DOL employee may be earning $20,000.00 a year, but he would be avail- 
able to Rockingham County at half salary. I have made the application, he ann- 
ounced, for a director for our Manpower Program and have been advised that a 
qualified candidate is now available: we will interview on August 5th or 6th. 
This professional leadership will allow us to operate an organization that is 
economical, efficient, and well endowed with expertise. 


Rep. Skinner announced that as of September first, the Homemakers' Health Service 
in her area would be operational and two aides will be available. 


Commissioner Southwick addressed the Executive Committee with high praise for Comm. 
Roy, acclaiming her ability as a great asset to the Board of Commissioners. He 
lauded her performance of her duties and acclaimed her intelligence, aptitude and 
application as being of the highest quality. 


The Food Stamp Program is in trouble, Commissioner Roy announced, and the problem 
of locating distribution centers is critical. We are concerned, she said, because 
of those people in the area who were dependant upon the surplus food program, 

which has been phased out, and who will suffer unless availability can be increased 
for the food stamps. To ease the problem in the Exeter area, the Register of Prob- 
ate, Edward Howard, volunteered the use of his department in the Courthouse for 

the purchase of the stamps and, as of August lst, he will be the local distribution 
agent. A need for increasing public information regarding all the eligibility 
requirements was cited by Rep. Skinner, plus the information regarding the possible 
deductions from an income which might at first be thought too high but could, in 
fact, allow for eligibility. 


THIS EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING was held in the Conference Room of the Dr. John 
Blaisdell Building at the County Home at Brentwood, N. H. At 10:15 a.m. Charles 
E. Cummings, County Convention Chairman, called the meeting to order; announced 
the examination of the 3rd Quarterly Report of the Budget as the purpose of the 
meeting plus any other business to be brought before the Committee; and called 
upon the Clerk Pro Tem, Rep. Ruth L. Griffin, to call the roll. 


Present were: Scamman - Executive Committee Chairman, Griffin, Senter - Vice 
Chairman, Dame, Connors, Maynard, Hammond, Collishaw, Page, Goodrich, 
Skinner, Soule, Read and Goff. Also present were: Board of Rock- 
ingham Coun ty Commissioners: Southwick - Chairman, Driscoll - Clerk 
and Roy. Lothrop - Treasurer, Walker - Deputy Treasurer, Martha 
Hamilton of the Portsmouth Herald and Michael Shea of Foster's 
Daily Democrat. 
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Having determined the presence of a quorum Chairman Cummings stepped down, hand- 
ing the gavel over to the Chairman of the Executive Committee, Rep. Scamman. 


Commissioner Southwick referred the attention of the body to the page of the Cash 
Report which contained several minor errors to be corrected as follows: The 
percentage figures on the line "County Home" to be changed from "37%" to "63%"; 
the line "Sheriff's Dept." to be changed from "35%" to read "65%"; the line 
"Register of Deeds" to be changed from "25%" to "753"; and, on the last page under 
the column "Estimated Income" the comma should be deleted between the figures "1" 
and "9" so that it now reads "$194,866.16". 


Commissioner Southwick pointed out that there would be a surplus at the end of 
the year though not as great as had been hoped for. He attributed this prognosis 
to a depletion in the anticipated income at the County Home incurred when the 
completion date for the new building had not been met, thus delaying admissions, 
plus the further loss of income incurred when the fire in the Fernald Building 
compelled a temporary cessation of admissions. He explained, however, that 
expenses incurred because of the fire would be self-liquidating. 


Further cammenting on various items, he noted that the County Farm is in good 
shape and will show a profit for this year. There has been a noticeable increase 
each quarter in the number of children boarded at the expense of the County which 
now stands at about 87 children who are supported by the County under orders of 
the court. Interest on Certificates of Deposit has already given us $14,000.00 
more than was originally anticipated, representing the difference between the 
estimated figure of $30,000.00 and the actual credit of $44,094.00. 


Chairman Scamman's call for further questions or comments went unanswered and a 
motion was therefore offered by Rep. Goff, seconded by Rep. Soule, that the 
Committee accept the 3rd Quarter Budget Report as presented with the corrections 
noted and it was so unanimously voted. 


A final adjustment was made for the fire damage to the building in the agreed 
amount of $141,351.00, Commissioner Southwick reported, citing Maxam Company's 
quoted figure of $90,814.00 to restore the building, improving it over its previous 
condition. This, he said, would leave a credit balance of $50,537.00 out of 

which he requested permission to transfer $10,000.00to a reserve account to remain 
as a contingency fund until the end of the year. It not needed to reduce taxes, 

it would be held there until the end of next year and the remaining $40,537.00 
would go into a surplus account to be re-appropriated. This procedure is allow- 
able under the statutes but if the entire $50,537.00 were in reserve, it could not 
be re-appropriated. 


The "Contents" portion of the adjustment amounted to $7,368.21 and the proposed 
expenditure of these monies for furnishings was outlined by Commissioner Southwick 
as follows: 12 bedside cabinets; 1 new bed; 50 overbed tables and 100 new bed- 
Side chairs, the latter two items to go in the new building which had received 
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only half of the chairs the specifications called for due to rising costs. These 
proposed items total $7,313.65, he said, and although no vote is legally required 
for making these purchases from the proceeds of the fire insurance policy, a 
motion is requested nevertheless. Rep. Page thus moved approval for purchase of 
the said items totaling $7,313.65, duly seconded, and it was accordingly given 

a unanimous affirmative vote. 


The effective elimination of smoke and fire odors by the application of a special 
vapor treatment had recently been accomplished with no ill effect on the patients, 
Commissioner Southwick advised in answer to a question on the status of the linger- 
ing unpleasantness. 


Rep. Read cited information he had received that at the time of the fire the pris- 
oners at the County Jail had given assistance worthy of great praise and he there- 
fore suggested that a resolution be passed commending them for their fine efforts. 
Commissioner Southwick reported that the Board of Commissioners had made such a 
resolve and Rep. Read then moved, seconded by Rep. Cummings, that a resolution be 
made by the Executive Committee to commend all those involved, i.e., employees, 
prisoners, clergymen, doctors, volunteers and the various fire departments for 
their services to the Home and Hospital during and after the fire - so voted 
unanimously. 


Rep. Maynard suggested that for possible future emergencies arrangements should be 
made for the immediate availability of at least two ambulance services and for 
staff doctors as well. Commissioner Southwick reported that in the recent emerg- 
ency four ambulances had responded and two doctors, Dr. Judson and Dr. Fontaine, 
had been here during the evacuation, joined shortly thereafter by Dr. DeLuccia, and 
they had set up treatment stations for burn and smoke inhalation victims. Luckily, 
he said, none of the patients had required treatment and only a few of those who 
were evacuating the patients had suffered even minor inhalation problems. Other 
responding included the City of Lawrence which had sent its Rescue Unit and five 
clergymen had arrived within the hour to comfort and console the patients. 


Continuing with monetary matters, various interdepartmental transfers of funds 
within the budget were requested for the reasons cited: 


L $23,600.00 had been appropriated for the laundry addition, the Commissioners 
recalled, and they reported that the lowest of eight bids received for the job was 
offered by the Peirce Company at $25,999.00: the highest was $39,900.00. The 

bid had been awarded to the Peirce Campany of Stratham after the Board had received 
assurance that there would be no problem regarding their price. With about $30,000. 
left in the maintenance department's fuel oil account, permission was requested to 
transfer some of this money for use toward the balance needed to pay for the 
laundry addition. Questioned regarding the large surplus, Commissioner Southwick 
explained that fuel oil costs had been lower in actuality than the dealer's pred- 
icted figure; plus the fact that the warmer than usual winter had lowered the fuel 
consumption. Rep. Senter made the motion that the sum of $5,000.00 be transferred 
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from this maintenance account for the additional money required, with Rep. Hammond 
seconding, and it was so voted. 


Die The Commissioners reported having discussed with the Building Committee at 
a meeting subsequent to the fire a recommendation to purchase eight (8) Scott Air 
Packs: about thirty employees from different shifts would be trained on a volunt- 
eer basis by the Mutual Aid Training Center in the proper use of these Air Packs 
in the event of another fire. The purchase price is $456.00 each, less a 10% 
discount, for a total cost of $3,280.00. Rep. Skinner moved to approve the trans- 
fer of $3280.00 from the maintenance budget for the purchase of 8 Scott Air Packs 
with Rep. Goodrich seconding and it was duly voted. 


ey When the contract for construction of the new building was signed, the item 
allowing for grading was taken out to reduce cost. The loam is on hand now and 
Carmen Construction Co., contractors for our sewerage project, submitted the 
following quote: 


"Removing approximately 45 cu. yds. of sub-base material and dumping it in 
the dump area behind the Hospital; fine grading sub-base; loading and 
trucking in loam (approx. 875 cu. yds.) which is stock-piled behind the 
Hospital; spreading & back-dragging loam to grade along road slopes and 
rear parking lot: Price: $1,240.00". 


Commissioner Southwick commented that this would, of course, go out on bid, but 
Rep. Dame assured the Committee that he was most familiar with this kind of work 
and that the price quoted was extremely reasonable. He made the motion to recom- 
end hiring Carmen Construction for the price quoted, seconded by Rep. Cummings 
and duly voted, with the money to be transferred from the maintenance department 
fuel budget. 


Questioned as to the money funded for the tunnel repairs which have not as yet been 
completed, Commissioner Southwick said that the tunnel work is being held in abey- 
ance until the electrical work has been accomplished for the sewerage project. 
Regarding the ramp and the fencing which come out of the Revenue Sharing funds, 

he said, the low bidder was the Peirce Company of Stratham which also won the 
contract for the laundry addition; the contract for the fencing was awarded to 
Granite State Fencing Co. . 


4. The Commissioners and the County Home Administrator had met with the Health 
and Welfare Dept. in Concord two weeks ago, Commissioner Southwick reported, for 
the purpose of obtaining certification as a skilled nursing care facility. The 
approval of fifty beds certified in that category would increase the Home's reim- 
bursement from $16.00 per day to $31.00 per day. Actually, we have been giving 
skilled nursing care for years, he said, but to date did not rate certification 
Since two services required for it we were lacking - X-Ray and laboratory work. 

We now have the equipment for these items and only need now to finish off the 
room for the installation of the X-Ray machine. An approximate estimate of the 
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cost of installing the machine was set at $10,786.00 and would ultimately go to 
the low bidder for the contract, Commissioner Southwick stated. Rep. Read made 
the motion to transfer that amount from maintenance to finish this work, seconded 
by Rep. Goddrich and so voted. 


Commissioner Driscoll distributed copies of a letter from Carleton Eldredge, the 
County Attorney, sent in reply to the Commissioners’ request for an opinion on the 
authority to use money received in settlement of a claim for fire losses under 
the county's insurance policy for repairing fire damage, a copy of which is hereto 
annexed. 


The treasurer presented his annual request for authorization to borrow monies to 
cover expenses in anticipation of taxes and, after some questioning that set the 
time for the borrowing at approximately next February, Rep. Hammond moved that 
the Executive Committee authorize the treasurer to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes up to but not exceeding the amount to be collected in county taxes. Rep. 
Soule seconded and it was so voted unanimously. 


Commissioner Driscoll informed the Board of the Building Committee decision regard 
ing renovation of the store room in the Court House to be rented to a group headed 
by Col. Walter Domina and funded by a Crimes Commission grant under the title 
"Task Force for Correctional Reform." It had been decided to charge the lessee 
for the cost of the required installation of a ventilation system, estimated at 
$500 to $600, plus $200.00 per month rent or a total of $230.00 per month. The 
Commissioner reported that the Crimes Commission has rejected the proposed terms 
of the lease which they felt were excessive. The Board of Commissioners consider 
the rental of this office to an arm of the Crimes Commission as potentially benef- 
icial to the County, he said. Heretofore the room has served only as a storage 
area for the Extension Service and, since they moved from the building, it has 
been unused. After its renovation, even if the Task Force should leave at the 

end of three months, he continued, the room could still be used for rental income. 


Following Commissioner Driscoll's presentation an involved discussion of what would 
constitute a fair and adquate charge produced a number of viewpoints: 


(1) Rep. Goff moved to renovate the said room at a cost not to exceed $600.00 
and rent it to the Crimes Conmission at a monthly rental of $100, 
seconded by Rep. Connors: 

(2) Rep. Griffin spoke in opposition to the motion referring to the State's 
responsibility: 

(3) Rep. Maynard challenged the $100 per month rental comparing it unfavorably 
with and declaring its unfairness to the rent paid by the Probation 
Dept. on a per sq. foot basis. The renovation costs should also be 
their responsibility he declared. 

(4) Rep. Senter recommended that decision be held in abeyance till more inform- 
ation was available: 

(5) Rep. Goff moved to table her motion, seconded by Rep. Goodrich and on a show 
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of hands counted 8 in favor, 6 opposed, it was duly voted to table it. 

(6) Commissioner Driscoll's calculations demonstrated that the proposed rental 
on a per sq. foot charge was more than paid by the Probation Dept.: 

(7) Rep. Connors moved that Rep. Goff's motion be removed from the table, second- 
ed by Rep. Goff: a hand vote showing 12 in favor of removing and 2 
opposed was announced by Chairman Scamman as a favorable vote on the 
motion. The Chairman then called for a vote on Rep. Goff's motion 
to authorize an expenditure of up to $600.00 for the store room ren- 
ovations plus a rental charge of $100.00 per month until the end of 
the year to be renegotiated on or before January. The vote was record- 
ed 13 in favor, 1 opposing vote by Rep. Griffin was recorded and the 
Chairman announced that it was so voted. 


Cammissioner Southwick requested that the Commissioners be granted permission to 
make small, interdepartmental changes within the budget, transferring from surplus 
to deficit budgets where needed without exceeding the total budget. Rep. Soule 
made the motion that the Commissioners be granted this leeway, seconded by Rep. 
Goff, Rep. Griffin opposed the motion declaring that it was a move that would 
defeat the purpose of a budget. Rep. Cummings felt that the Commissioners could 
meet with the Executive Committee and request specific transfers as they had done 
today which, as today's meeting had proved, would present no difficulty. Comm. 
Southwick, after conferring with the other Commissioners, withdrew his initial 
request and Rep. Hammond moved to lay Rep. Soule's motion on the table and it was 
so voted. 


Rep. Scamman asked Commissioner Southwick how the wage classification of County 
employees waS progressing and Commissioner Southwick replied with the promise that 
it would be accomplished by the time next year's budget was presented. 


Rep. Cummings informed the Executive Committee that a new cammittee had been formed 
to determine how to better the fire protection system at the Home. He explained 
the proposal under consideration that the water supply be improved with hydrants 
installed in a separate water system. 


Commissioner Driscoll advised the Committee that the Board of Commissioners had 
been approached by a local union representative, James Guyette, from the United 
Public Service Union who had requested permission to speak to the employees at 
the Home to encourage their enlistment with his union. He had been informed that 
it would have to be discussed with the Executive Board. The concensus of their 
opinion was that they could not stop any union representative from contacting the 
personnel provided it was done after shift hours and not on County time. 


Following adjournment Rep. Vera Goodrich presented to Convention Chairman Charles 
E. Cummings two gifts from the Executive Committee as tokens of their appreciation 
of his services during the past two years. The first was a gavel engraved to 
"Charlie" 1973 - 1974, and the second was a "Portable Pub".

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In conformity with the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, the Camis- 
sioners herewith submit their report for the year 1974. 


The Commissioners feel pleased with the operation of County Government during 
the past year and the many advances made. Construction of the new, 100-bed addi- 
tion to the County Hame proceeded apace and the dedication of the addition was held 
on April 27, 1974. The new building was dedicated to John Blaisdell, M.D. in cam 
memoration of his many years of dedicated and humane service to the people of the 
county. 


County Home Administrator George W. Hilton retired in July, as did his 
Business Manager and helpmate, Dorothy Hilton. Their combined, dedicated service 
to the county has left a lasting, memorable imprint creditably to the county and 
the people they aided. The auditorium in the Blaisdell Building was dedicated to 
the years of service to the county by George W. Hilton. 


For medical reasons Commissioner Russell J. Hall felt compelled to submit his 
resignation aS cammisSioner. His services to the county are acknowledged appre- 
ciatively with the wish that his health improve rapidly and completely. 


On May 24, 1974 Vesta M. Roy of Salem was appointed by the Superior Court 
justices to fill the vacancy on the Board of Commissioners. Commissioner Roy had 
served as a representative and member of the Executive Board of the County Con- 
vention. 


Congress had passed in 1973 the Camprehensive Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) to provide for a decentralization and decategorizing of manpower training 
programs to allow units of general local governments to decide upon and operate 
programs. Although initially ruled ineligible to operate these programs under CETA 
the cammissioners fought this determination by the U.S.Department of Labor. After 
several months of determined effort by the commissioners at the state and national 
levels, the Department of Labor recognized that counties in New Hampshire are units 
of local, general government and that Rockingham County could be a prime sponsor 
to operate under CETA. 


A new County Home Administrator was ultimately selected after a lengthy process 
of screening candidates for the position. Harold H. Horrocks was the choice of the 
commissioners to succeed George W. Hilton who was honored by a moving testimonial 
for both himself and Dorothy. 


The County Extension Service effected a comfortable transition from their 


offices at the Justice & Administration Building to a more spacious area in the 
brightly refurbished Carlisle Building at the county camplex in Brentwood.

In September a fire gutted a patient room in the Fernald Building at the 
County Hame. By quick, efficient and unselfish action by county employees, fire- 
men, volunteers and even prisoners, patients were evacuated without injury or 
smoke inhalation incidence. This untimely occurrence delayed full occupancy of 
all beds at the Home until late Fall. 

The continued, dedicated service to the county by its officers, employees, 
County Convention and Executive Board is appreciated by the commissioners. Our 
thanks go out to them and to the citizens of the county who support our government.

REGISTER OF DEEDS 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY: 

1974 was a busy and productive year for the Rockingham County Reg- 
istry of Deeds although the sale of real estate decreased sharply. The 
apparent value of Rockingham County real estate transferred in 1974 
totalled $122,358,286.00 as compared with the total of $161,U097,586.00 
in 1973 as indicated by the transfer tax stamps. The volume of record= 
ings dropped from 27,880 in 1973 to 22,418 1n 1974, indicating a 19.6% 
decrease. 

Under Edith E. Holland's administration of the Registry of Deeds, 
the receipts turned over to the county treasurer in 1974 totalled 
$163,765.74, a decrease of only $4,023.61 from the previous year. ‘Thus 
the county treasury realized a surplus of $27,958.54 from this department 
over the actual operating expenses of $135,807.20. In addition 
$37,114.75 was allocated and spent from Revenue Sharing Funds for special 
capital expenditures. 

Consolidation of the index covering the period 1960-1969 inclusive 
is drawing to a close which will provide the public with a proper alph- 
betical index of the last 35 years. Work will be commenced shortly on 
the alphabetical indexing, as required by statute, of the years 1920- 
1939 inclusive. This will replace the old indices which are beyond re- 
pair. 

The capabilities and dedication of the staff at the Deeds office, as 
well as the approval of the administration by the delegation and Com- 
missioners, permitted a very rewarding year.

SHERIFF'S DEPARTMENT 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY COMMISSIONERS : 

The year of 1974 has seen a drastic increase in the activity of the Rock- 
inham County Dispatch Center which has become a necessary source of assistance 
to all law enforcement agencies connected with the system. Covered twenty four 
hours a day, seven days a week, the dispatchers are instantly available to 
handle all calls for assistance and provide needed information. The incaning 
watts line makes available to every citizen instant assurance that their 
problem will be handled expediently, either by their local department or the 
deputies of the Sheriff's Department, or the State Police if so requested. The 
number of telephone calls handled by the Center during the past year amounted 
to 139,000 a most substantial increase over that of the previous year. 

Radio transmissions rose fram 90,000 in 1973 to 259,000 this year, plainly 
showing the increased activity of the Dispatch Center, the teletype messages 
increased to 8,100 with more and more of the various law enforcement agencies 
using the facilities available to them. 

The acquisition of a telecopier enables the dispatchers to immediately 
transfer records, fingerprints, photos and any other information requested, 
to other departments in copy form. The number of cases presented to the Grand 
Jury this past year by this department represented 49% of the cases placed 
before the Grand Jury, manifesting the increasing activity of the department 
in their efforts to cambat the increasing rate of crime. 

Forty-six alarms, covering banks and businesses temminated in the Dispatch 
Center which provides protection immediately for those involved, as aid from 
all sources may be summoned to the particular scene in minutes. 

The Juvenile Division has an ever-growing case load, resulting in almost 
round the clock calls for assistance from individuals as well as other law 
enforcement agencies. 

The entire Department has cause to be aware of the increased demand for 
services to all citizens of Rockingham County and their efforts to camply with 
the increasing demand will continue. 
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ROCKINGHAM ‘COUNTY ‘JATL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY COMMISSIONERS : 


Following is my report of the Rockingham County Jail and House of Correc- 
tion. 

Through the acquisition of Crime Commission Funds a program of renovation 
for the institution has resulted in greatly improved conditions, for all con- 
cerned. 

Installation of closed circuit TV in a separate control roam, located on the 
second floor of the building and is manned twenty-four hours a day, enables the 
operator to observe the entire area of the institution with the exception of the 
inside of the individual cells and the showers. 

The control center has direct communication with all areas of the institution, 
the electrically operated locks inside and for the outside doors are operated 
fram the control center, 

A large wide angle lens mirror has been installed at the entrance to the 
institution, enabling the operator of the control center to immediately observe 
anyone outside the building, and direct the correction officers on duty to 

that effect. 

A console installed in the control center contains all the necessary equipment 
to operate all facilities within the building, has direct radio contact with 
all cars and stations connected with the Rockingham County Dispatch Center, all 
files and records are kept in the control center. 

New this past year was the installation of a detention cell for juveniles and 
females while awaiting bail or transportation, in order that they are not forced 
to mix with those already confined. That area is also contained in the control 
center. 

A Breath-a-lyzer with an Alcohol Breath Simulator is available at the institution, 
two of the personnel have been trained in its use, and it is available to state 
troopers who have been trained to use same, this was obtained through a grant 
from the Highway Safety Department, 

There have been no incidents at the institution during the past year and due to 
the passage of RSA 597, the waiting time for court appearances that individuals 
spend in jail has been cut sharply due to their release on personal recognizance. 
The cleanliness and hygenic conditions existing at the institution are far 
above average, due to the constant vigilance of the personnel. 

We feel that we have one of the best, if not the best, jails in the state and 
we invite visitors to inspect the facilities and improvements.

This statement included all expenditures of the County Appropriated 
Funds for the Rockingham County Extension Service. State and 
Federal Funds allotted to the Rockingham County Extension Service 
were paid in the form of sSaiaries and some travel to the agents 
from the University of New Hampshire. 


The offices of the Rockingham County Cooperative Extension Service were 
transferred this year fram the Rockingham County Administration & Justice Building 
in Exeter to the renovated Carlisle Building at the County Hame in Brentwood. 
The transfer and subsequent work load has progressed smoothly with the annual 
increase in workload continuing. 

The educational programs of the Extension Agents in Agriculture, Home 
Economics, 4-H Youth Development and Forestry are also broadening into areas of 
Community Resource Development, as well as increasing in the areas of Hame 
Gardening, Food Preservation and Consummer Education. Emphasis in educational 
programming methods, and aid of local volimteer leaders has adjusted to the need 
and desires of the rapidly increasing population in the County. 

Agent training and leadership is provided by the faculty of the University of 
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New Hampshire in subject matter and program development. Each department has 

an Advisory Group that also assists in programming. 

The Extension Service Council oversees the County Funds and general activities 

of the Agents on a local basis. The Council is camposed of County people elected 
by their respective Advisory Group, plus a member of the County Delegation. 
Council meetings are held monthly. 

All persons have an equal opportunity to participate or attend any the the Coop- 
erative Extension Service Programs. 


MAINTENANCE DEPT, 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY COMMISSIONERS : 


The economic changes that have taken place in 1974 have greatly affected 
the operation and budget of this department. Most heating parts, valves and 
fittings that were normally available from the shelf, on 10 day delivery, have 
become 3 to 6 month delivery items. Traps and kits that were shelf items have 
become 7 month delivery items. The story is the same with most mechanical items 
used by this department. Boiler and Sewer Plant chemicals during the past year 
have been in a 4 to 8 month delivery category. The main plant replacement equip- 
ment, Such as pumps, 3 phase 208 motors, heat exchangers and coils which had a 
4 to 6 week delivery, are now in an 18 to 40 week delivery range and prices that 
used to be stable at time of purchase are now subject to the manufucturer's price 
at time of delivery. 

Fuel and power which were generally stable in price at the start of 1973, 
have become items that are at present hard to budget. Oil prices have changed 
from $3.20 per barrel to $12.50 per barrel and are projected to increase, due to 
economic bargaining to $15.00 plus per barrel during the coming year. This fuel 
increase has naturally increased our electric bills and has the possibility of 
reflecting an additional 15% increase in the coming year. 

Plumbing and heating supplies have about doubled in a one year period along 
with the standing back-orders that we now face on many materials that are required. 
During the year, some of the previously mentioned equipment that Revenue Sharing 
Funds have helped us purchase, have arrived at the plant and give us a better 
ability to cope with plant breakdowns and replacements. 

With the occupancy of the new Blaisdell Building, along with the one third 
increase of residents to be serviced and with the development of building areas 
for departments plus the utilities needed to run new equipment additions, add~ 
itional manpower and inventory has been required to keep up with the service de- 
mands. 
A perpetual inventory system has been developed to help cope with current 
conditions. 

Our staff has been supplemented during the year by the assistance of the 
Federal Manpower Act at no direct expense to the department. This has increased 
our capabilities and has provided employment for the men. 

There are many items that this department has listed under the Proposed 1975 
Special Items ot the Budget which are recommendations of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, Department of Safety, Division of Safety Services, which will require 
positive action to conform with the present safety requirements. 

"lith the overall increases in materials prices. and requests received we will 
try to operate on a budget request less than the Last appropriated one.

EXHIBIT B 
INCOME AND EXPENSE SUMMARY 

A billing deficit of $600,581. is apparent and is a result of pricing 
deficiencies for each of the inpatient service buildings. 
Recammendaticn : 

The Econanic Stabilization Programs have run their various phases and no 
longer represent a pricing constraint. I strongly suggest that it would be 
prudent to immediately reprice all services to a self-sustaining level in 
anticipation of the possiblilty that further controls may be implemented 
during the months ahead. The recommended increase necessarily includes an 
amount sufficient to eliminate the pricing deficiencies as shown plus an 
amount representative of the increased costs currently being experienced 
during 1975. I submit that the amount necessary to recognize the 1975 cost 
increase should be in the range of 12 to 15%. This projection is the result 
of careful study and analysis of the respective cost camponents as well as 
on observation of the cost trends on a local, regional and national basis. 
EXHIBIT C 
ANALYSIS OF INCOME AND ALLOWANCES 

The analysis is designed to identify the deficiency in payments related 
to present pricing of services. The discounts are set forth by responsible 
payor. and separated between each of the service facilities. 

Recammendation : 

The administration is urged to continue deliberations with the Department 
of Public Welfare in order to avoid falling even further behand in the recovery 
of the costs incurred in caring for patients for which the State Welfare 
Department has assumed responsibility.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL DIRECTOR 
FOR 1974 
TO THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS : 

Geriatrics has became the byword of the nation in 1973. Medical centers 
throughout the country have shown new interest in expanding in this field. 
The Federal Government, aware of our aging population, has already projected 
discrete plans for expanding facilities and funds for the care of the aged. 
We, in Rockingham County, have kept pace with the pulse of the times in 
expediting several major programs in the County Home this past year. 

In addition to our regular medical staff, who are respmsible for daily 
care of patients, we have a consultant service including oncology, urolocy, 
ophthalmology, orthopedics, and other related fields. 

The services of the new building to be started in 1975 include a radio- 
logy department, dental department, audiology department, psychiatric unit, and 
a modern medical record department with an electronic thought tank. ‘The 
present stroke unit will be expanded from 4 beds to 8 beds. 

Our in=service teaching program included lectures by visiting professors 
and medical staff members. 

Weekly rehabilitation meetings by the staff allowed up-grading quality 
care of many patients. 

It is our sincere hope that our institution will maintain the high 
standard geriatric care set forth by our new national standard.

DEPARTMENT OF PASTORAL CARE 
1974 

Since assuming my duties as the Director of Pastoral Care at the Rockingham 
County Home in April, 1974, I have tried to develop a camprehensive program of 
Pastoral Care for the residents as well as for the staff. The goals of the 
department are as follows: Trying to restore the spiritual as well as the 
emotional well-being ofthe residents, focusing on individual visitation and 
regular services of worship and individual counseling. By explaining these 
goals to the various departments I feel a close working relationship has been 
established between myself and the other department heads, Administrator and 
staff, which has been of tremendous help to me in developing this department and 
My ministry here. It is also my aim to see as many services of the church as 
possible are provided for the residents while they are here. And to this end 
I have had meetings with church volunteer groups as well as with ministers fran 
the County to explain the function of this department and to ask for their sup- 
port and participation in our program. 

Of significant importance was the securing of a Catholic priest in October 
to provide regular Sunday Masses. 

A high point in the year was the dedication of the Interfaiths Chapel in 
November. The new chapel which was largely the work of the Kitchen Kut-Ups 
has been the focal point for our weekly interfaith services of worship on 
Sunday, as well as an inspirational spot for patients, staff, and visitors who 
often frequent it. In addition to the Sunday services, several midweek worship 
services have been held by the request of the residents. These will be continued 
next year. It is the practice for Communion to be given on the first Sunday 
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each month. In addition, Communion is available to any resident who so requests 
it. 

Area clergy have been very responsive in leading several worship services 
each month. In addition, youth groups and choirs fram: Plaistow, Kingston, 
Newton, Amsbury, Exeter, Candia, Atkinson and Hampstead have taken part in the 
worship. 

Numerous inspirational material has been passed out to the residents 
including a large print edition of the Upper Roam, which as been made possible 
through various donations. 

In looking ahead to 1975 I feel that there is a great need to expand the 
department in the areas of individual visitation and in holding several 
seminars on “Death and Dying" which would be open to both residents and staff. 
With an increased involvement and continued support of the area churches, the 
Pastoral Care fimction of the department will continue to expand.
